REPORT OF THE TOWN MANAGER 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Rangeley: 


It is with pleasure that | submit to you the report of the 
activities of the Town of Rangeley for the year 1980, which is the 
Town’s one hundred and twenty-fifth year. | will report as briefly 
as possible on the accounts which are under the jurisdiction of the 
Selectmen. The various departments have detailed individual 
reports for your information. If there are any questions in regard 
to this report, we have complete records at the Town Office, and | 
will be glad to open these records to any taxpayer in the Town of 
Rangeley. It has been a very busy year, with all the government 
regulations paper work, and the H.U.D. grant to rehabilitate thirty 
housing units. This is a good program and has helped quite a few 
citizens. The Selectmen have worked hard on behalf of their fellow 
townsmen, and |, personally, am appreciative of their assistance 
and support. 


Administration: 


The Town Office personnel are kept extremely busy with their 
various duties. It seems as if there was no end to paper work due to 
government regulations which we have had to comply with. The 
Rehabilitation Program is going well, and our preapplication for 
next year’s funding was approved, to submit a full application by 
March 16, 1981. The committees and subcommittees have put ina 
lot of time on a Conserving Energy Program for the town as a 
whole; and, also, time has been spent on trying to promote 
industry in town. These two programs will begin moving faster in 
1981. Weare hoping for good results. 
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Protection: 


Our Police and Winter Patrol personnel have had a busy year. 
There seems to be more demands for these services every year. 
Crime is on the upswing. | feel they are doing avery good job. The 
Fire Companies #1 and #2, with their training, are ready to go at 
any time. Due to more people burning wood, they have had more 
chimney fires. The Ambulance personnel are always training. 
They are very dedicated citizens to the health and welfare of the 
Rangeley area people; we are very fortunate to have such a 
dedicated group. 


Highways: 


With keeping our road accounts in 1980 to about the same 
level of funding as 1979, and cutting our road crew by two men, 
due to inflation of everything which is purchased, we would only 
make minor repairs to highways this year. The town portions of 
Main Street and of Allen Street were blacktopped, which was quite 
an improvement. In the 1981 Budget, we have plans to repair 
Oquossoc Avenue in Rangeley, and Rangeley Avenue in 
Oquossoc. At the highcost of materials, we will try todoastreet or 
two per year, and make minor repairs to the others. 


Sewer: 


The Sewer Commission, elected in 1980, | feel is astep in the 
right direction. It has proved to be quite helpful in taking care of 
the sewer plant problems. Due to breakdowns of equipment at the 
plant, amounting to $9,300.00, which was not budgeted for, we 
held over our payment of $7,000.00 until January 1, 1981, which 
this year will find is added to the 1981 budget. The Second Stage of 
the Infiltration Inflow Survey, which was going to be completed in 
1980, was not done due to the Federal share not being available. It 
is now available, and this work should be completed in the Spring 
of 1981. 


Finance: 


Cash Receipts this year in the Town General Account totalled 
$1 ,524,724.98, which was an increase of about $90,000.00 over last 
year. This leftacash balance at the end of the year of $18,416.69. 
The Selectmen and the Budget Committee have spent quite a few 
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hours on the 1981 Budget. At the time ! am writing this report, it 
looks as if the tax rate should not have an increase. It is hoped it 
can be decreased a little. (We do not have the School Budget at 
this time; this could change our thinking.) The discount on taxes 
has paid off for the Town of Rangeley in 1980. All of our tax 
anticipation note, which is borrowed against taxes, was paid off in 
July, which was quite a savings in interest. The Interest Account, 
for the first time in years, shows a balance of $1,783.66, which was 
credited to surplus at the close of the books December 31, 1980. 

The sum of $19,997.42 was credited to the Town Surplus Account. 


| wish to thank the Selectmen, Town officials, Town 
employees, Budget Committee members, and the citizens of 
Rangeley for the support and cooperation given me this past year.

TOWN OF RANGELEY 
JANUARY /, 1980 TO DECEMBER 31, 1979 
An audit of the financial records maintained by the various 
officers of the Town of Rangeley has been completed for the 
municipal year ended December 31, 1980. 
The examination included a review of cash transactions and 
an analysis of available funds and expenditures. The results are 
incorporated in the following comments, exhibits, and supporting 


schedules. 
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An analysis of the results of the year’s operations showed that 
net departmental balances lapsed at year end amounted to 
$19,567.84. 


ASSETS..... The general fund cash balance of $18,416.69 was 
reconciled with a statement furnished by Maine National Bank, 
Rangeley, Maine. 


Accounts receivables of $785.30 represented sundry amounts 
due the Town for various services, principally in connection with 
education and highway activities. 


Taxes receivable of $58,121.22 represented principally the 
balance of the 1980 commitment remaining uncollected at the 
closing date. 


Tax liens amounted to $11,606.13 at the audit date, of which 
$435.25 are mature liens. 


LIABILITIES..... Notes and bonds payable in future years 
amounted to $1,981,348.22 at the closing date. Bonds issued in 
1977 amounted to $1,655,000.00 for school construction. Sewer 
bonds outstanding amounted to $299,000.00. The payment 
schedule on notes and bonds is detailed in Schedule A-7. 


Payroll deductions totaling $484.73 were being held for 
eventual disposition to appropriate governmental agencies at the 
closing date. 


SURPLUS..... Appropriated surplus of $146,109.25 represented 
education, highway and sundry other balances carried forward in 
compliance with state requirements or at the direction of the Town 
Manager. 


The general fund balance amounted to $29,514.64 at the year 
end, an increase of $10,614.69 as compared with the previous 
year. This increase was occasioned by excise taxes lapsed to 
surplus. 


REVENUE SHARING FUNDG..... amounting to $12,955.05 were 
available from the State and $10,133.33 was applied to reduce the 
tax rate, the balance carried to 1981. The amount of $75,466.52 in 
revenue sharing funds was available from the Federal 
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Government, of which $45,000.00 was expended for approved 
projects. A balance of $30,466.52 was available at the year end for 
future allocation. 


TRUST FUNDS..... Trust fund principals totaled $98,941.08 and 
unexpended income amounted to $15,619.81 at the end of the 
municipal year. These were represented by time deposits and 
investment certificates. Trust fund income amounted to $8,680.19 
while expenditures totaled $8,202.95. 


Records maintained athe Town Office were in excellent order 
and cooperation of the staff was complete and very much 
appreciated. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining 
to the financial status of the Town. Audit procedures were 
followed to the extent deemed necessary to develop these 
statements. 


In our opinion, the accompanying balance sheet and 
supporting statements fairly present the financial position of the 
Town at December 31, 1980, and the result of its operations for the 
year then ended.

During 1980, the Advance Pollution Control Facility treated 
41.5 million gallons of sewage. This comes out of an Operation and 


Maintenance cost of .0014 cents per gallon. 


1980 was characterized as a constant running battle with 
maintenance breakdowns. The low snow type winter caused many 
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freezing problems in the plant and piping systems, both the inlet 
and outlet of the #2 sludge tank froze as well as the liquid in the 
tank itself. Some private lines froze as well as the plant having fuel 
congealing problems and two lines bursting. In February, the first 
major unit out was the tritor screen. Following this was the 
collection system. Even the rotor on the aerator was forced out 
of action by the largest build up of ice | have seen in 10 years of 
running the plant. March saw the start of problems with the 
tertiary unit, unresolved athe close of the year. The filter media 
was removed for replacement, and on inspection, large scale 
corrosion was found under the media line. This ended with 
sandblasting and repainting the entire media compartment. A 
main line break occured on Pleasant St., and due to frozen ground, 
temporary repair was made and finished after the ground thawed 
out. April saw one of the pumping station pumps going down and 
forcing emergency repair and overhaul. In May both sludge 
pumps were rebuilt. In July another main line break occurred on 
Main St. Much excavation, service repair and cleaning occurred. 
To compound filer problems, the main backwash pump went 
down and required removal for overhaul. This required D.C. 
Morton’s crane to life the 15 foot high unit out through an opening 
inthe roof. Also air control and valve units malfunctioned. These 
types of breakdowns have carried through unabated until the end 
of the year. 


The most serious and far reaching event in the entire system 
is the deterioration of the concrete of the ditch walls. Large 
sections of the sloped side walls have separated and are pushing 
out into the ditch moat. A complete reabilitation of the ditch is 
called for very soon. A consulting firm has looked at the ditch and 
has recommended to the town that they apply for federal and state 
assistance. This was approved by both the Sewer Commission and 
the Board of Selectmen. Unforseen breakdowns totaled over 
$9,000.00 


The Federal funds, frozen in February, have been released 
and the survey of the collection system will be done during the 
Spring runoff in 198. 


The bright spots in this otherwise bleak year are the 
secondary unit and the sludge program. The secondary unit has 
performed very well producing a good discharge, and the sludge 
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program now has more residents requesting sludge than we can 
hope to produce. 


I'd like to thank those persons who have assisted and 
supported us during the year past and pledge to do our utmost to 
protect our water environment.

REPORT OF RANGELEY PARK COMMISSION 


The past year at the playground site in Oquossoc changes 
have been noticeable, with the area now filled and graded. The 
plan for 1981 is for topsoil to be applied and for it to be seeded. 
When finished, it will be a big improvement to that part of the 
village. 


_ The Rangeley Park year got off to a good start, thanks to Kirk 
Ellis and the group of young people that got together to give the 
areaagood Spring cleaning. We lost Kirk for the summer, duetoa 
CETA hiring freeze. Also, due to another cutback, we did not 
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receive any young people under the Summer Youth Program. 
Usually we had two who helped in the Park in the morning and had 
activities for the children for the afternoon. 


The areas of improvement were at the Town dock, with gravel 
added at the approach and sand added to the beach. The diving 
tower was reinforced and painted, and a new diving board 
installed on it. 


The Commission did notice a decrease in vandalism at the rest 
rooms, but one of the lunch table structures was badly damaged, 
and this required costly repairs. This vandalism uses money 
which could be used for other Park improvements. 


One thing that has been an aid to Park work is to have the use 
of the power trimmer purchased by the Town. 


The Life Guard position was filled by Cindy Ferrari, a very 
competent young lady from Stratton, Maine. A Red Cross 
certified instructor, she alsoran the swimming program. 


The 1980 Park budget has a balance remaining, and some of 
this is due to the fact that we did not hire someone to clean the rest 
rooms. This will probably be changed in 1981; someone else will 
do it and not the Park workman. Other expenses for 1981 will be 
due to the increase in the hourly minimum wage, and the lower 
diving board must be replaced.

REPORT OF COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT DIRECTOR 


In May of 1980, Rangeley received word that its full 
application to the Department of Housing and Urban Development 
for a Small Cities Community Development Block Grant in the 
amount of $216,000 was officially funded. | was then hired to 
direct the Old Schoolhouse Neighborhood Housing Rehabilitation 
program along with Paul Ellis as Rehabilitation Technician anda 
Secretary/Bookkeeper. The Old Schoolhouse Neighborhood 
Housing Rehabilitation Project is part of the Rangeley Community

Development Program. The program is designed to assist 
homeowners and renters in the Old Schoolhouse Neighborhood 
project area in making structural improvements to their homes 
through a series of incentive and outright grants. The program’s 
goals are to rehabilitate 30 units in the target area which will help 
to (a) prevent deterioration on Rangeley’s housing stock, (b) 
eliminate health and safety hazzards, (c) help conserve energy, (d) 
provide adecent home and living environment for all persons, and 
(e) to encourage private investment and provide jobs for local 
workers thereby stimulating the economy. 


At the writing of this report, the program is now 9 months into 
its term or has reached the halfway mark, and we have 
accomplished much toward our goals. Fifteen grants have been 
made totally approximately $55,500 and a difference is becoming 
noticeable in the target area. 


With the Old Schoolhouse Neighborhood Rehab. Project on its 
way, the Town requested a CETA position for a Community 
Development Coordinator to help with the limitless future 
Community Development has in the Town of Rangeley. Theo 
Hofmann was hired in September of 1980 as a Coordinator and 
among many other things, worked on a pre-application for future 
funding from WHUD’s Small Cities program. Rangeley’s 
pre-application for $193,000 to do more housing rehab. in three 
spot neighborhoods throughout the town was filed on October 6, 
1980, and approved. Theo and | are now working on the full 
application which, with the Town’s approval, will be filed on or 
before March 16, 1981. We are to receive word on its funding in 
early June. 


Also on October 6th, the Town filed aseparate pre-application 
for iUnding under HUD’s Small Cities: Program. This 
pre-application was filed under Economic Development for the 
purpose of purchasing a site and constructing a recreational 
service center. However, this pre-application did not score high 
enough to receive an invitation from HUD to file a full application. 

Aside from housing rehabilitation, the Citizens Advisory 
Committee and its subcommittee members are exploring other 
avenues of Community Deveopment and constantly seeking ideas, 
priorities, and needs of the community to research and ultimately

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REPORT OF THE ALTERNATIVE ENERGY 
AND INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT COMMITTEE 


The Energy Committee has been expanding its research 
activity since its forming in 1980. An energy consumption audit 
has been produced by Western Maine Energy Center. More than 
two dozen sites have been evaluated for windmills, several sites 
for micro hydro development have received initial site inspection, 
feasability work on six sites for solar have been done, and in 
partnership with Community Action, a Federal grant was 
submitted for funds to develop a ten year Energy Comprehensive 
Plan. 


The Windmill Program has gone well. In competition with all 
of New England, we lost our 100 kw windmill to the coast region, 
but did manage to get a small 8 kw windmill, that will go in this 
Spring at the Farm House Inn. We are now moving to get the 
Federal Energy Office’s Large Windmill Program to survey the 
Rangeley region to see if the region can support a large, (2,500 
kw), windmill. 


Conservation is well under way, and conversion plans are 
being drawn up for conversion of Town buildings away from oil 
and electric heat. Rangeley has been in the energy news often this 
year, and the Town’s energy efforts have just been written up by 
the New England Energy Congress in Washington, D.C. 


The Energy Committee has just been joined by Industrial 
Development and the new committee will be sitting down with the 
newly formed Energy & Industrial Development developer. ‘his 
will, we hope, give us the starting hub where the committee will be 
able to continue on a volunteer basis. 


In Industrial Development, there have been some gains 
made. A firm from up North has been contacted about their 
expanding their growing operation of energy alternative fuels to 
Rangeley. The Governor has given us confidence that assistance 
from the State will be there when we need it to develop industry 
around our mining potential. We fully plan to develop a small 
industry plan around the use of wood here. 


We are presently reviewing a twelve item feasability study 
that ranges from Gasohol to natural gas to solar. Weare planning 
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our industrial growth around our wood, garnet, and talents of the 
Rangeley people. 


I'd like to thank Edwena Green, Rod Spirin, and Howard 
Gurney for their valuable time and assistance and many other 
unnamed Rangeley people. The Town owes a thank you to Gary 
Dawbin, formerly of the Maine Office of Energy Resources, and 
Rob Rowse of the Western Maine Energy Center. 


We can, with careful planning and the Yankee spirit of not 
being defeated, come to a point that Rangeley will close in on 
being energy self-sufficient. My thanks to all and we hope more of 
you will assist us in the future.

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PROGRAM HIGHLIGHTS OF THE FRANKLIN COUNTY 
COMMUNITY ACTION COUNCIL 


Administration: During the Spring the Community Services 
Administration conducted an indepth assessment of the Agency. 
The General Administration, Board involvement and 
understanding of operations, and program management were all 
scrutinized. In all areas it was demonstrated that the Agency was 
well managed. 


In late 1980 the Agency received conditional acceptance of its 
multi-Year-Plan pending revision of a broader definition of 
problems confronting the low income and elderly populations in 
Franklin County. Pending the final acceptance of its resubmitted 
Plan, the Agency will begin preparations for a new 
Multi-Year-Plan under the new CSA Grantee Management 
System. 


This past year, represented the Agency’s 15th Anniversary in 
service to residents of Franklin County and although the Agency 
experienced several funding reductions, a significant number of 
accomplishments were achieved in several program areas. These 
accomplishments in service delivery are highlighted in the 
following program reports. 


Housing: Despite a drastic reduction in funding from the Maine 
Department of Human Services, the Housing Program continued 
to provide emergency home repair services to asignificant number 
of low income and elderly households (refer to table). In addition 
several new and innovative programs were implemented in 
Franklin County. One of these programs, designed to address the 
critical shortage of affordable housing in Franklin County, was the 
Section 8 Existing Program. Through this Program, fifty five 
subsidized units were allocated to towns around Franklin County. 
An approval was also received by Franklin County CAP for an 
additional 37 units of Section 8 Moderate Rehabilitation units. 


The innovative FmHA _ Delinquency Counseling grant 
developed by the Agency combines the efforts of the Agency, 
Farmers Home and the Extension Service into a program designed 
to reduce delinquent FmHA mortgages and possible foreclosures 
through a program of counseling and family budgeting. 
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In an effort to stretch dollar short Agency resources, the 
Housing Office formed the Franklin County Community 
Development Consortium with the Towns of Rangeley, Phillips, 
Wilton and Jay. This effort was targetted at moving all new CD 
Towns through the CD process by the provision of training and 
technical assistance, thus enabling communities to manage and 
develop their own programs. 


Home Weatherization: 1980 saw the Home Weatherization 
Program have its most productive year ever. ‘By exceeding the 
contract requirements by 82% the Winterization Program became 
the most productive and efficient in the State of Maine. Asa result 
262 low income and elderly households have had the burden of 
rising fuel costs eased (refer to table for breakdown of households 
by County.) | 


Family Planning and Women, Infants and Children [Family 
Services : 

The Family Planning and WIC Programs formerly operated 
as two separate programs, both serving the Tri-County Area. 
During 1980 the programs were integrated into a Family Services 
unit designed to take advantage of shared costs, common service 
areas and in most instances, common clients. This effort has 
reduced administrative costs and is expected to produce a better 
cross referral capability between the twocomponents. 


Services in the Family Planning component have been 
expanded through the hiring of an additional Nurse Practitioner. 
As aresult, the program will be able to concentrate services on two 
areas of need, Lewiston-Auburn and rural Franklin and Oxford 
Counties. Growth was also experienced in the WIC component 
through an increased allocation in food dollars enabling the 
program to reach more women and infants in nuturitional need. 
Most significant however was the increase in availability of 
nutritionist time. This program component is particularly critical 
as it concentrated on client education and the development of 
sound nutrition habits and dietary plans. 


Day Care: Day Care was provided in Franklin County through the 
Sweatt-Winter Day Care Center on the UMF campus and through 
licensed Family Day Care Homes located around Franklin 
County. (Refer to table for statistics). This program provided 
services to low income and non low income on a sliding fee scale 
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basis. The significance of Day Care became more apparent this 
past year as reflected in the number of children served, as more 
and more families sought second sources of income. 


This past year, astronger emphasis was placed on licensing of 
Day Care homes and in the Franklin County Communities; thus 
brining much needed day care to outlying communities where 
families are unable to travel to the Farmington Center. Although 
the actual number of homes affiliated with the Agency Day Care 
Program did not increase, the Agency was instrumental in helping 
individual homes secure day care licensing. 


Head Start: Through Head Start Centers located in Phillips, 
Rangeley, Jay and Farmington, the Aency was able to serve 65 
children, preparing them and their families for entry into school 
systems. Besides concentrating on educational development and 
socialization, Head Start provided speciality screenings including: 
speech, language, hearing, dental and medical testing. All 
children participating in the program receive this special 
diagnostic attention. 


In addition to concentration on childhood development, the 
Head Start Program placed special emphasis on _ parental 
development and involvement. During the course of the year, 61 
parents participated inprogramsdesigned to improve parenting 
skills. An additional 11 parents actively participated on the Parent 
Policy Council and Health Advisory Council. 


CETA: The CETA Program in Franklin County had a very active 
year culminating with integration of the Program Agent side of the 
program with the Comrehensive Delivery side of the program 
already operated by the Agency. The significance of this change is 
manifestin program savings, eliminiation of duplicate paper work 
and one point of reference service for both clients and County 
Hiring Agents. Within the work experience category, service was 
provided to several target groups. The 151 clients provided work 
experience are broken down by the following target categories: 


Handicapped 19% 
Youth | 40% 
Offenders 11% 
AFDC 32% 
Veterans 20%

The Youth Employment Program consisted of two special 
classes; welfare representing 56% of the total and youthful 
offenders representing 2% of the total. The remaining percentage 
includes the general youth category. 


This past Summer’s Youth Program served 91 youths with 
target applications in the following categories: 


Dropouts 5 % 
Offenders 5% 
Welfare 59% 
Handicapped 4% 


Outreach: This Program represents the corner stone of Agency 
services. The program identifies clients in need and develops an 
appropriate referral either directly to an Agency service or to an 
appropraite service available through other resources. This past 
year represented an extremely busy period for this program with 
over 10,000 contacts and referrals being made. In addition, the 
Program operated the Fuel Assistance Program which increased 
services toclients by 92% over the previous year. 


Energy Center: This Agency Program serves as acommunity wide 
resource for information on self help energy alternatives. The 
Center, located on the UMF campus, proviues a free lending 
library and literature to individuals interested in low cost energy 
alternatives and self help techniques. The past year this 
information was made available to Franklin County through use of 
a specially designed walk through mobil energy education unit. 
Specialized technical assistance was provided through workshops 
conducted at various sites through-out Franklin County. 


A special emphasis of the Energy Center has been in 
Community Energy Planning. The Center was instrumental in 
conducting the first Community Energy Audit in Franklin 
County.The Audit took place in Rangeley. As a spin off of the 
accumulated data, Rangeley deveoped an Alternative Energy 
Committee. This Committee is now studying and planning for 
Rangeley’s energy future. 


Special Emphasis Program: Operation Santa Claus, a program 
coordinated by the Agency and involving WKTJ, Chippy’s Lounge 
and the employees from Bass Shoe and several other Franklin 
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County concerns raised funds and/or donated toys for 754 needy 
children in Franklin County. Without this effort the Agency would 
not have been successful insuring Christmas for these children.

FRANKLIN COUNTY ANIMAL SHELTER REPORT 


The Franklin County Animal Shelter, a non-profit 
Organization, is maintained to care for stray, abandoned, and 
needy animals. It has grown from a makeshift, temporary building 
with all volunteer help, to a full service shelter with three full time 
employees. We have been fortunate to have CETA workers in the 
past but in July that,financial assistance will end. At the current 
minimum wage, our employees will cost us in excess of $21,000 
while our trust fund income was $19,250 in 1980. Our expenses for 
1980 were in excess of $33,000. 


This past year we took in 652 animals of which 150 were 
returned to their owners and many were adopted. We insure that 
all animals leaving the shelter are licensed which in turn helps the 
individual towns in fees. Werequire that all animals that we adopt 
to people are neutered or spayed to cut down on the number of 
unwanted puppies and kittens. 

We often have veterinary fees to bring animals back to full 
health. This, combined with rising fuel costs, will force us to 
depend, even more, upon support from all of the towns and their 
residents for survival of our service in the coming year of 1980. 


The town would pay the shelter for care of animals for us to 
ten (10) days the following amounts: 


Per dog $20.00 
Per cat 5.00 
Per puppy under 4 mths. old 5.00 
Per kitten under 4 mths old 1.00 
Litter of puppies 5.00 
per puppy or 25.00 


per litter, whichever is less

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ANDROSCOGGIN HOME HEALTH SERVICES, INC. 
ANNUAL REPORT 1980 


In 1980 more than 12,500 individuals in the Tri-county area 
(Androscoggin, Franklin, Oxford) received services from our 
agency. In keeping with the growing public interest in the 
maintenance of good health, we are pleased to note that the 
majority of recipients were provided services designed to promote 
and preserve good health through early detection of disease. A 
good example of this emphasis was our growing and very 
successful industrial health screening program in Androscoggin 
and Oxford Counties. Financed by participating industries, the 
program provides early detection of hypertension, a highly 
debilitating disease which is virtually without symptoms. 


Despite the growing emphasis on prevention, the provision of 
therapeutic services to patients in their own homes continued to 
occupy the major share of staff time. Regionally we provided 
44,644 home visits to 2,029 persons of all ages, the majority being 
over 55. As notes in past reports, home care services meet a 
variety of health care, as well as social needs and, in many cases, 
reduce or eliminate dependence on institutional services. 


The financial aid which municipalities provide is used 
exclusively to help pay for home care given to uninsured 
individuals who are not able to pay for all their needed health 
services. In 1980 we provided over a quarter million dollars in 
services without charge to patients, thanks, in large measure, to 
your support. 


In Rangeley, 11 residents received 118 home care visits. 
These included nursing, 66; physical therapy, 21; home health 
aide, 3; and homemaker service, 28.

Since our Annual Meeting last January 14th, we have seen a 
year striking highs andlows in our tourist-oriented economy. 
Those involved in Winter operations experienced = an 
unprecedented ‘‘no snow’’ season salvaged only in small part by 
late February snow and snow-making capabilities. The Spring, 
Summer and Fall business, however, brought the Region, as well 
as the entire State, the much welcomed return of normal vacation 
economic conditions. 


As in the past, the Chamber has sponsored or assisted 
community organizations with numerous, special events. The 
Annual Wild Mountain Time Water Carnival proved particularly 
successful with financial assistance from private industry as well 
as the Maine Publicity Bureau. The Annual Blueberry Festival, so 
seccussfully initiated by the Rangeley Lakes Garden Club, was 
turned over to the community in 1980 and netted a donation of 
$731.53 toward a Town recreation project. Deservingly so, 
Steve Bean received the Annual Community Service Award at our 
well-attended Chamber of Commerce Dinner; and our Reservation 
Center continues to prove successful placing bookings 
throughtout the year. 


The Chamber’s three employees served 3,923 parties visiting 
the office from Memorial Day through October, an increase of 50% 
over last year. Over 90,000 Rangeley Region publications were 
printed and distributed to vacationers via 2,902 mail inquiries, 
numerous travel shows, information and industry information 
offices, visitors, and direct mailings. 


We continue to expend the Town’s Adveritising budget 
supplemented. by our co-operative advertising program with 
more emphasis this past year on special promotions and events. 
The Region now has an attractive display posted at the Maine 
Information Center in Kittery for the ensuing year; and we are 
fortunate in 1980 to begin employing the services of Jack 
Hawthorne to assist with Region promotion. 


With adequate snow, we are experiencing a productive winter 
season with area accommodations and restaurants again joining in 
a Region-wide package plan to promote mid-week vacations to 
snowmobilers and downhill and cross-country skiers. 
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You will note that we are seeking a fifteen percent increase in 
appropriations, a meaure suggested by our budget committee to 
offset rising inflation. We feel it so crucially important to the 
Region to keep pace financially and not curtail any part of our 
operation. Additionally, we are asking our membership for a 
thirty percent increase in dues to sponsor much needed new 
special promotions. Asin the past, we very much appreciate Town 
support, and end the 1980 year with 93 Chamber of Commerce 
members.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


A substantial amount of rhetoric on the reasons for the decline 
in the quality of the educational skills of children in the Public 
Schools across the country has persisted these past 20 years. 


Concerns seem to focus on: 


1. The proliferation of elective courses at the high school level 
2. Inadequately considered promotional standards 

3. Excessive absenteeism 

4. Dilution of schools expectations of students 


The Rangeley School Committee, staff and myself are also 
concerned with those 4 above named issues. We now have an 
attendance policy, we are moving quickly towards a k-12 
competency testing program, we will be setting promotional 
standards at all grade levels, and will be looking at restructuring 
and consolidating programs for grades 7-12. These steps and 
considerable ‘‘in-service work’’ designed to improve teaching 
skills and time management should have a very positive 
educational impact on Rangeley students. 


The total Rangeley School population continues to decline. 

We opened it in the Fall of 1979 with 241 students, the Fall of 1980 
with 223 students and project for the Fall of 1981 at 205 students. 
We project 85 students in the high school next year as compared to 
107 students this year. The teaching staff has been reduced by two 
positions and the consolidation of classes and programs has taken 
place in light of these enrollment changes. The Rangeley School 
was built to accomodate 300 students at capacity.

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Chapter 179 - 


An act to incorporate the Town of Rangeley 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
Legislature assembled, as follows: 


SECT 1. Township number three, second range, being a part 
of Rangeley plantation, in the County of Franklin, bounded north 
by numbers four and three in the third range, east by number two 
in the second range, south by number three in the first range, and 
west by number four in the third range of townships in the said 
County of Franklin, is hereby incorporated into a town by the name 
of Rangeley. And the inhabitants of said town are hereby vested 
with all the powers, privileges and immunities which the 
inhabitants of the towns in this state do or may enjoy by law. 


SECT 2. Any justice of the peace within the said county of 
Franklin is hereby empowered to issue his warrant to some 
inhabitant of said town, directing him to notify the inhabitants 
thereof to meet at such time and place as he shall appoint, to 
choose such officers as other towns are empowered to choose at 
their annual town meetings. 


SECT. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force, from and 
after Thursday the twenty-ninth day of March next.
